Italian Hostage Killed on Tape 


ROME I An Italian hostage was executed by 
his Iraqi abductors, Foreign Minister Franco 
Frattini confirmed Wednesday, saying an 
Italian official had seen a video of the killing. 

Earlier, the Arabic TV network Al-Jazeera 
reported the killing, saying it had received a 
videotape of the murder. The Italian ambas- 
sador to Qatar, where the network is based, 
watched the video and confirmed that the 
man killed was Fabrizio Quattrocchi, one of 
the kidnapped Italians, Frattini said. 


Four Italian security guards were abduct- 
ed Monday. The videotape was accompanied 
by a statement from a previously unknown 
group calling itself the Green Battalion, 
which threatened to “kill the three remaining 
Italian hostages one after the other, if their 
demands are not met,” Al-Jazeera said. 

The group demanded the withdrawal of 
U.S. forces from Iraq, an apology from Prime 
Minister Silvio Berlusconi and the release of 
religious clerics held in Iraq, tomrachman(ap) 


Historic 
Shift on 
Mideast 

Bush backs Sharon pullout 
plan, angering Palestinians 

WASHINGTON I In a historic policy shift. 
President Bush on Thursday endorsed 
Israel’s plan to hold on to part of the West 
Bank in any final peace settlement with the 
Palestinians. Bush also ruled out Palestinian 
refugees returning to Israel, drawing strong 
criticism from the Palestinians. 

In his break with long-standing U.S. pol- 
icy, Bush said it was unrealistic to expect 
Israel to disband all large Jewish settle- 
ments in the West Bank 
— or to return to the bor- 
ders it held before cap- 
turing the territory in the 
1967 Mideast war — in any 
final peace deal. 

An elated Israeli Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon said 
his plan to pull back from 
parts of the West Bank and Gaza, hailed by 
Bush, would create “a new and better real- 
ity for the state of Israel.” 

But Palestinian Prime Minister Ahmed 
Qureia — with whom the Bush administra- 
tion deals while boycotting leader Yasser 
Arafat — called Bush “the first president 
who has legitimized the [Israeli] settle- 
ments in Palestinian territories.” 

Arafat earlier called the idea “the complete 
end of the peace process.” And Palestinian 
Cabinet minister Saeb Erekat said, “This is 
like someone giving a part of Texas ... to China.” 

Previous U.S. administrations have 
described Jewish settlements as obstacles 
to peace. One of Bush’s predecessors, Jimmy 
Carter, went even further and called them

Tenet: CIA Needs Years to Improve 


Tells 9/11 panel agency was hobbled by cutbacks

WASHINGTON I The CIA intelli- 
gence-gathering flaws exposed by 
the Sept. 11 attacks will take five 
years to correct, agency Director 
George Tenet said Wednesday. The 
chairman of the commission inves- 
tigating the 2001 hijackings called 
the time frame frightening. 

The panel released statements 
harshly criticizing the CIA for failing 
to fully appreciate the threat posed 
by al Qaeda before Sept. 11 and 
questioning the progress of what 
commissioners say are the FBI’s 
badly needed reorganization efforts. 

Tenet, appearing before the com- 
mission for the second time in three 
weeks, said that in the 1990s the 
CIA lost 25 percent of its person- 


nel, was not hiring new analysts and 
faced disarray in its training of clan- 
destine officers who work overseas 
to penetrate terror cells and recruit 
secret informants. 

Although strides have been made 
since the attacks. Tenet said it would 
take five more years to “have the 
kind of clandestine service our 
country needs.” 

The commission has been gath- 
ering information for more than a 
year and will release a final report 
in July. Among the issues it will 
consider is whether fundamental 
changes in U.S. intelligence gath- 
ering is needed. 

FBI Director Robert Mueller 
recounted a range of steps the FBI 


has taken since the Sept. 11 attacks 
to improve its intelligence capabil- 
ities, sharpen its focus on terror- 
ism and replace outmoded tech- 
nology. He urged the panel to let 


those improvements continue and 
not to risk derailing them by recom- 
mending creation of a new domes- 
tic intelligence agency outside the

Student Charged With Faking Abduction 


MADISON, WIS. I A college student 
accused of faking her own kid- 
napping last month was charged 
Wednesday with lying to police in 
what they suggested was an attempt 
to get her boyfriend’s attention. 

Audrey Seiler, a 20 -year-old 
sophomore at the University of 
Wisconsin, was charged with two 
misdemeanor counts of obstruct- 
ing officers. Each charge carries 
up to nine months in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. 

Seiler disappeared from her 
off-campus apartment March 27 


without her coat or purse. She was 
discovered in a marsh four days 
later, and told police that a man 
had abducted her 
at knifepoint. 

But police con- 
cluded Seiler made 
up the story after 
obtaining a store 
videotape that 
showed her buying 
the knife, duct tape, rope and cold 
medicine she claimed her abductor 
used to restrain her. 

According to the criminal com- 


plaint, she broke down under ques- 
tioning from police and said: “It just 
got so out of hand. I did not mean 
for it to.” 

Hundreds of people searched 
for her after she disappeared, and 
her claim about an armed man 
touched off a major manhunt that 
authorities said cost the police about 
$ 96 , 000 . 

Lawyer Randy Hopper would 
not say Wednesday whether she 
would contest the charges. He 
called Seiler a “model student, a 
model citizen.” jenny price (a p)

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Iraq Troops’ Tours Extended 


Soldiers scheduled to 
go home must stay at 
least 3 months more 

WASHINGTON I More than 10,000 
American soldiers who were to 
return this month to home bases 
in Louisiana and Germany will have 
their tour in Iraq extended at least 
three months to help combat the 
surge in anti- occupation violence, 
defense officials said Wednesday. 

The decision, which has not 
been announced publicly, breaks 
the Army’s promise to soldiers and 
their families that assignments in 


Iraq would be limited to 12 months. 
The affected soldiers already have 
been in Iraq for a year. 

The top U.S. commander for the 
Middle East, Gen. John Abizaid, 
decided that the increase in vio- 
lence was so threatening that he 
needed to have the extra firepow- 
er, officials say. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld was fine-tuning the new 
plan Wednesday; his spokesmen 
declined to discuss details. They 
said it was possible that Rumsfeld 
would make it public on Thursday. 

The tour extensions come at a 
particularly delicate moment. At 


least 87 troops have been killed in 
April, the deadliest month since they 
set foot in Iraq in March 2003. 

The advantage of keeping sol- 
diers of the 1st Armored Division 
and the 2nd Armored Cavalry 
Regiment in Iraq for an extra three 
months is that these soldiers have 
unmatched combat experience in 
Iraq. 

The Army is so stretched by its 
commitments in Iraq, Afghanistan, 
the Balkans and elsewhere that it has 
few, if any, forces immediately avail- 
able to substitute in Iraq for the 1st 
Armored or 2nd Armored Cavalry.

By Hackers 

Attacks on computer 
clusters may be part 
of coordinated strike 

NEW YORK I Hackers have broken 
into some of the world’s most pow- 
erful computer clusters in recent 
weeks in an apparently coordinated 
cyberattack targeting research and 
academic institutions. 

Although officials sought 
Wednesday to downplay the seri- 
ousness ofthe threats, some security 
experts warned that such a break- 
in could potentially enable a seri- 
ous attack on the Internet. 

Stanford University, the San 
Diego Supercomputer Center and the 
University of Illinois’ National Center 
for Supercomputing Applications 
were among the systems hit. 

Also affected was TeraGrid, a 
government-funded effort to link 
together several supercomputers, 
including those at San Diego and 
NCSA, so scientists can better 
crunch data for weather forecast- 
ing, astronomy and medicine. 

Investigations were continu- 
ing, and law enforcement authori- 
ties have been contacted. No one 
could specify how many institutions 
have been compromised, though 
officials described the number as 
large, anick jesdanun (ap)

CHINA 

Government Announces 
Free AIDS Tests, Treatment 

China on Wednesday began offer- 
ing free AIDS tests to anyone who 
wants one and free treatment for 
infected people who can’t afford 
it. The announcements didn’t say 
how many people were expected to 
use the services or how much they 
would cost. China says 840,000 of 
its people are HIV-positive, but the 
U.N. AIDS agency says the num- 
ber of infected people could rise to 
10 million by 2020. (ap)

Missing Afghan Soccer Piayer 
Found, En Route to Germany 

One of nine members of the Afghan 
national soccer team who disap- 
peared this week in an appar- 
ent bid for European asylum was 
found Wednesday on a train headed 
for Germany, a local news agency 
reported. A team official notified 
police Monday morning that nine 
players were missing from their hotel 
near Verona in northeastern Italy. 
The 25 -year- old player was handed 
over to Italian border police, who 
were still searching for the other 
eight players, (ap) 

AUSTRALIA 

Court Gives Go-Ahead for 
Teen’s Sex-Change Therapy 

Australia’s Family Court has allowed 
a 13 -year- old girl to undergo hor- 
mone treatment that will make 
her a boy. The ruling, made public 
Tuesday, marks the first time an 
Australian child has been given legal 
approval to undergo sex-change hor- 
mone treatment because of psychi- 
atric issues. The girl will also receive 
psychiatric care and have surgery 
when she turns 18. (ap) 

BOTSWANA 

First Poiio Case in a Decade 
Detected, WHO Reports 

International efforts to wipe out 
polio were set back by the discovery 
of the first case in more than a de- 
cade in Botswana, the World Health 
Organization said Wednesday. The 
U.N. health agency, which declared 
Botswana polio-free in 1991, said the 
government will conduct a nation- 
wide emergency vaccination cam- 
paign because of the infection of a 
7-year- old boy. (ap) 


Cease-Fire Breaks Down in Fallujah 


As U.S. warplanes 
pound city, insurgents 
launch intense attacks 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I U.S. warplanes 
strafed gunmen in Fallujah on 
Wednesday, and more than 100 
guerrillas armed with rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades pounded a lone U.S. 
Marine armored vehicle — a sign 
of the heavy battles ahead if U.S. 
troops resume a full assault on this 
besieged city. 

The four- day- old truce in Fallu- 
jah was crumbling amid nightly 
battles between Sunni insurgents 
and U.S. troops. The fighting began 
again Wednesday night with AC- 
130 gunships over the city batter- 
ing targets below. 

Negotiations were under way to 
try halting the fighting, but the top 
U.S. Marines commander in west- 
ern Iraq suggested that time for 
negotiations was running out. 

“It’s hard to have a cease-fire 
when they maneuver against us, 
they fire at us,” Maj. Gen. James 
N. Mattis said. 

The insurgents launched near- 
simultaneous attacks on several 
Marine positions. In one attack, the 
gunmen sent up illuminating flares 
to light up the American position, 
then unleashed heavy, continuous 
gunfire, U.S. Marines said. 


In another intense battle that 
lasted nearly five hours, an armored 
vehicle sent to resupply Marines got 
lost during an ambush and ended up 
nearly a half mile inside the city. 

There, the vehicle — with 20 U.S. 
Marines inside — came under an 
even larger ambush. At least 100 


gunmen opened fire with rocket- 
propelled grenades. 

The Marines fled into a nearby 
building for cover. A rescue force, 
backed by four tanks, wandered the 
streets in search of the beleaguered 
vehicle, finally finding it by follow- 
ing the plume of black smoke, (ap)

U.N.’s Envoy Proposes 
Disbanding Iraqi Council 


Brahimi recommends 
caretaker’ government 
take over after June 30 

BAGHDAD, IRAQI A U.N. envoy pro- 
posed Wednesday that the U.S.- 
appointed Governing Council cease 
to exist June 30 and said the United 
States should surrender sovereign- 
ty to a “caretaker” government of 
respected Iraqis. 

U.N. Undersecretary- General 
Lakhdar Brahimi said the new gov- 
ernment should be led by a prime 
minister, a president and two vice 
presidents until elections are held 
in January. 

The proposed new structure 


would give Washington a way to 
dissolve the fractious and unpopu- 
lar 25 -member Governing Council. 
Many Iraqis view its members either 
as outsiders or as puppets of the 
Americans. 

Brahimi’s proposals came as 
Iraq’s U.S. administrators have 
been anxious to show progress on 
the political front amid this month’s 
surge in violence, the most wide- 
spread and deadly since the fall of 
Saddam Hussein. 

Brahimi said he would pres- 
ent his recommendations to U.N. 
Secretary- General Kofi Annan. 
The plan would require approval 
by both the Governing Council and 
the coalition authority, (ap)

10 years after toppling 
apartheid, ANC still 
tops among voters 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA | An 
elderly woman wrapped in the 
colors of the governing African 
National Congress party spoke for 
millions who lined up Wednesday 
to vote in South Africa’s third all- 
race national election. 

“The ANC held our hand and 
brought us through hell,” said 
Noluthando Nokwando, a resident 
of the squalid Cape Town township 
of Khayelitsha. “We can give them 
a chance ... for another five years.” 

Despite lingering poverty, high 
unemployment and an AIDS cri- 
sis, a debt of gratitude to the party 
that toppled apartheid a decade 
ago still holds sway. The ANC has 
improved lives and strengthened 
the economy, but above all has 
presided over a peaceful transi- 
tion to majority rule that many 
once thought impossible. 

With most of South Africa’s 
black majority behind the ANC, 


it appears within reach of the two- 
thirds majority that President Thabo 
Mbeki seeks, which would give it 
power to amend the constitution. 

On Wednesday, long, snaking 
lines formed outside polling sta- 
tions around the country, as people 
of all races voted for a 400 -member 
national assembly, which meets next 
week to select the president. 


The very ordinariness of the elec- 
tion shows just how far the country 
has come, said Desmond Tutu, the 
former Anglican archbishop who 
presided over a landmark Truth 
and Reconciliation Commission 
aimed at healing the wounds of 
South Africa’s violent past. 

“We are getting to be experts at 
this,” Tutu said.

New Wireless Network for Metro

Viagra Rival Opts 
For Racier TV Ads 


Spots for new drugs 
have come a long way 
since Bob Dole s pitch 

N E w YO R K I The latest ad for an erec- 
tile dysfunction treatment is tak- 
ing the battle for dominance in the 
$2 billion market up a notch with 
its frank description of the medi- 
cine’s purpose. 

The Levitra ad, slated to begin 
airing Thursday, features an at- 
tractive brunette saying the drug 
improves erection quality, which 
increases her partner’s desire to 
“do this more often.” 

Erectile dysfunction advertising 
has changed considerably since a 
somber Bob Dole explained the 
medical condition in a 1999 ad for 


market leader Viagra. 

Analysts say Levitra’s blunt style 
reflects its underdog status. They 
say Levitra has little that distin- 
guishes it from Viagra — both last 
about four hours — while the third 
entrant, Cialis, lasts for 36 hours. 

According to Impact Rx, Cialis’s 
share of new prescriptions was 
above 40 percent in February and 
March, with Viagra in the mid- 30 
percent range and Levitra in the 
mid to low 20 percent range. 

“Levitra needs to be more 
aggressive to compete,” said ana- 
lyst David Moskowitz. 

With such a large market at 
stake, however, no player will give 
up easily. The makers of all three 
drugs are offering free trial pre- 
scriptions.

Why Trump Is 

rump 


The Apprentice’ is 
an ideal showcase 
for The Donald’s ego 

F I N A L E I If you asked Donald Trump 
the time, you could expect him to 
exaggerate it by several hours, then 
boast how his watch is one of the 
greatest watches anywhere. 

Trump is rich with self- applied 
superlatives, the kind of bluster 
you’d usually avoid like the plague. 
On the other hand, a modest man 
with a Timex doesn’t make good 
television. 

“The Apprentice,” with Trump 
lording over 16 rivals for his jowly 
nod, has turned out to be very 
good television — not to mention 
a big hit, bringing NBC the thing 
it needed most (ratings juice) while 
giving Trump the thing he craves 
most (attention). 

But there’s more. A reported 
salary bump next season will fetch 
Trump as much as $200,000 per 
episode. This will make him the 
highest-paid person in prime 
time, he brags, conveniently over- 
looking, say, Ray Romano, whose 
weekly haul is a widely reported 
$1.8 million. 


“The Apprentice” airs tonight 
at 9 p.m.; finalists Bill Rancic, a 
Chicagoan and owner of a cigar 
business, and Harvard MBA Kwame 
Jackson ofNew York will complete 
one last business task. 

At the end of the live, two -hour 
finale, who will have made the 
most of his huge, pitfalls -plagued 
assignment? Who will hear 
Trump’s dreaded, “You’re fired”? 
And who will get the grand prize: 
the $250,000 “dream job of a life- 
time” running something or other 
for Trump for a year? 

“The Apprentice” comes at a 
curious time. The image of busi- 
ness has been tarred, and thou- 
sands of Americans hurt, by scan- 
dals at such corporations as Enron 
and Tyco, where greed and excess 
reigned. But “The Apprentice” 
isn’t really about business. It’s a 
boardroom game show crossed 
with “Lifestyles of the Rich and 
Famous,” with Trump the embodi- 
ment of “champagne wishes and 
caviar dreams.” 

“This is called luxury, this is 
Trump luxury,” says Trump, giving 
his contenders a peek at a penthouse 
apartment atop one of his Trump - 
tagged properties. “One of the most 


luxurious buildings in the world . . . 
You see why Trump is Trump.” 

Trump is Daddy Warbucks for 
the TV age, a celebrity tycoon whose 
business strategy calls for putting 
his name on lots of glitzy buildings 
and his face wherever else he can. 

Along with Trump brand bot- 
tled water, the Trump Visa card 
and a new book, “Trump: How 
To Get Rich,” Trump has lent his 
name and face to “Saturday Night 
Live,” where a couple of weeks ago 
he was guest host. 

Trump was a smash, making 
sport of his renown for grandios- 
ity and tacky lavishness, and getting 
big laughs. Oddly, when deliberately 
mocking himself, he came across as 
no more of a caricature than on “The 
Apprentice.” Just funnier. 

Unscripted, he isn’t very funny 
— or sometimes even decipher- 
able. On a conference call with 
reporters. Trump was asked if 
“The Apprentice” provides view- 
ers with a lesson. 

“Be aggressive but not over- 
ly aggressive,” he said. “I used to 
think there was no such thing as 
being too overly aggressive, but a 
few of the contestants have taught 
me that you can actually be over- 
ly aggressive. And, you know, just 
be cool.” 

The fact that what he said 
doesn’t make much sense doesn’t 
matter. A basic rule of thumb on 
Planet Trump is: Every word of 
Trumpspeak is gospel. And especial- 
ly so on “The Apprentice,” no mat- 
ter who’s doing the talking: Trump 
the Judge or Trump the Impresario. 

FRAZIER MOORE (AP)

Erin McKeown taps tragic 
muses for her perky music 

M US 10 I Now that pop music is in the hands of 
producers and DJs, and the track has triumphed 
over the song, where’s a person to turn for a 
little melody, harmony and unabashed lyrical 
legerdemain? 

Thank goodness Erin McKeown is bring- 
ing her trio to the Birchmere Thursday night. 

Currently based in Western Massachusetts, the 
singer- songwriter and multi-instrumentalist 
has made her name with clever wordplay, quirky 
characters (both fictional and real) and a host 
of Tin Pan Alley styles. 

McKeown may have graduated from Brown 
with a degree in ethnomusicology (“with a spe- 
cialty in musical theater and black-face min- 
strelsy”), but she’s more interested in mixing 
everything up than in sorting it all out. 

Her 2003 album, “Grand,” closes with “Vera,” 
a pretty piano waltz whose oblique lyrics depict a 
melancholy Igor Stravinsky, holed up in a tuber- 
culosis sanatorium, writing to his mistress of the 
12 -tone scale, the death of Dylan Thomas and 
his fond wish to see a Judy Garland flick. 

Frances Gumm’s spirit haunts the record, par- 
ticularly a drowsy, deflated take on Garland’s 
signature “Lucky Day.” And “Cinematic” bestows 
Judy’s woozy air kiss on a love affair headed bliss- 
fully off the road at top speed. 

Overall, though, the disc is a pretty perky 
affair considering its tragic patron saint. 

McKeown promises that her next album will 
reflect more personal concerns, much as the 
earlier “Distillation” did. 

But then who knows? The standout cut on 
that album was a jaunty, wistful number about 
a cocaine cowboy — as improbable a charmer as 
McKeown herself, glenndixon

Smoke Gets in Your Eyes 


Ute Lemper’s covers 
of dark pop songs 
modernized cabaret 

OUT & ABOUT I To see Ute Lemper 
live in concert, as she will be at 
GMU’s Center for the Arts this 
Sunday, is to be transported back 
to the Weimar Republic, Berlin in 
the years between the great wars, 
when art was decadent, sensual, 
dangerous and scarily intelligent. 

It’s also like stepping into the 
future, because this statuesque 
German chanteuse favors evoca- 
tive pop music whose structural 
elusiveness is more otherworldly 
than earthbound. 

Whether she’s singing pop songs, 
art songs, lieder, Kurt Weill, Jacques 
Brel, Scott Walker, Michael Nyman 
or Kander and Ebb, Lemper’s smoky, 
knowing vocals plunge to the emo- 
tional core of the music. 

An actress and dancer on the 
European stage, Lemper is best

known in the States as the pre- 
mier interpreter of Weill’s rep- 
ertoire. While her cool, haunted 
demeanor recalls the hollow-eyed 
beauty of Marlene Dietrich, Lemper 
is possessed of a much more nimble 
genre range. She has a taste for the 
doomed pop songs of Elvis Costello, 
Scott Walker and Nick Cave, and 
the contradictions of modernity do 
not daunt her. 

Her 2002 recording “But One 
Day ...” comments obliquely but per- 
sistently on the emotional spaces left 
behind by the World Trade Center 
attacks (Lemper has made New 
York City her home), and she sings 
her own compositions as well as 
songs by Weill, Brel, Bertolt Brecht 
and Astor Piazzolla. 

This Sunday’s show is titled “The 
Best of Ute Lemper” and will no 
doubt showcase the singer’s versatil- 
ity and unerring taste, (express)

Tracing a Diaspora 


FILM I Despite a century of hostil- 
ity, some 50 or so Jews cling to their 
ancient home, Baghdad. Jews have 
lived in the Iraqi capital for at least 
2,500 years. At its peak, the com- 
munity was 300,000 strong. 

But the late 19th century saw 
anti- Semitic purges. Carole Basri 
suspects some of the remaining 
Iraqi Jews are her family mem- 
bers, but as an American of Jewish- 
Iraqi descent, the city that holds her 
roots remains tantalizingly off-lim- 
its. So what’s a documentarian to 
do? Climb the tree — that is, find 
the other children of the Jewish- 
Iraqi diaspora. 

Basri finds that her relations 
have spread to the four winds 
from their ancestral home. Her 
film “Searching for Baghdad: A 
Daughter’s Journey” takes her to 
such far-flung locales as Hong Kong, 
India, Singapore and Burma. 

Baghdad leaves its breadcrumb 
trail everywhere. In and around the 
synagogues she visits, Basri finds 
telltale dishes, songs and names

from the Babylonian exiles. The 
former residents of those commu- 
nities share their memories. 

And though Basri gets only a 
brief, secondhand glimpse of her 
ancestral home, she nonetheless

Brooklyn’s Blues 



The No-Neck Blues 
Band resurrects the 
music’s organic past 

MUSIC I Long ago, the blues \vas a 
primal force. It happened on porch- 
es, in fields, under trees. Among 
friends, family and foes. With 
\vhatever instruments might be 
at hand. Everyone around sang or 
played, swayed or tapped. 

So now that the blues is a sta- 
ple of beer ads and boring theme 
bars, the No -Neck Blues Band is 
like a whisper from the past. And 
the future. All at once. 

Their album “Sticks and Stones 
May Break My Bones but Names 
Will Never Hurt Me” incorporates 
all the chants, moans, improvisa- 
tions, flounderings and organic 
dirt of a backyard band. Which is 
sort of what they are, though their 
backyard is in the Bronx, not the 
bayou. 

This is blues not in some wanky 
jam-band sense, though jamming is 
part of the process. Rather, it’s like 
an excavation of the spirit — rather 


than sound — of blues roots. While 
there are arty infusions of jazz and 
Captain Beefheart, there are no 
audible thoughts of fame, fortune 
and brewery sponsorships. It’s all 
curiosity and raw emotion. 

A tour with John Fahey led 
to their signing to his Revenant 
label. And producer Jerry Jester 
(Tom Waits, the Lovin’ Spoonful) 
lends heft to the band’s sonic inspi- 


ration. Yet just as early blues pickers 
harbored no fantasies of Riling are- 
nas, the No -Neck Blues Band typi- 
cally plays rooftops, public parks, 
wharves and anything but night- 
clubs. This is the rare chance to see 
them in captivity, bobmassey

Tax Deadline

If you expect to get a refund and 
you file late, is it necessary to file 
an extension? 

Yes. You should file an exten- 
sion anyway, even though penalties 
are based on balances due. You may 
find out later you owe money or may 
want to make an election on your 
return that requires a timely-filed 
return. 

Does one tip the tax preparer? 

I have been in practice for 18 
years and never received a tip. 

What should a taxpayer do if he or 
she doesn’t have the money to pay? 

If your return is complete, file it. 
You can include Form 9465 to pay 
the tax in monthly installments. 
If your return is not done, file an 
extension and make a good effort to 
report the liability and tax due. 

Argh! I just dropped my taxes in the 
mail and realized I never signed the 
form. What can I do? 

Usually the IRS will send back 
the return and give you 10 days to 
sign it and refile. 

What are the most overlooked 
deductions for a newlywed couple 
who just purchased a new home? It 
looks like we owe over $3,000. Did 
we calculate wrong? 

Make sure you picked up all your 
mortgage interest paid and points 
paid, if applicable. These interest 
deductions are reported on Form 
1098. In addition, make sure you 
pick up your real- estate taxes paid. 
Look at your settlement statement. 
There maybe real- estate taxes paid 
at closing that are not reported any- 
where else.
